WASHINGTON, May 25. -Late this 


afternoon Mr. Allison of Iowa, in charge 
of the war revenue bill in the senate, 
endeavored to secure unanimous con- 
sent that a final vo;e on tbu measure 
be taken on Saturday next before ad- 
journment. Mr. Teller of Colorado ob- 
jected. 


Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, in reiterat- 


ing Mr. Teller's objection, sounded the 
first note of delay against the measure 
that lias been heard sinrp the debate 
began. He declared that there was no 
emergency which required the imme- 
diate pnssago of the bill and frankly 
announced that if certain provisions In 
the bill put into it by the Democrats 
u[ the finance committee \vero not in- 
corporated into it, he would offer some 
amendments to the measure that would 
probably precipitate debate. He strong- 
ly intimated, too, that if the war should 
not be prolonged, it might not be neces- 
sary to provide so much revenue as 
the pending bill .would raise and he In- 
dicated a desire to await developments 
that in ail likelihood were close at hand, 
bufuro passing upon a bill that meant 
so much to the people as thin one. 


Speeches on the general features of 


the pending bill were delivered to-day 
by Mr. Stewart of Nevada. Mr. Allun 
of Nebraska and Mr. Caffery oC Louis- 
iana. Before the revenue bill was taken 
up this morning the pension deficiency 
appropriation bill was passed. It car- 
ried nearly 530,000,000.

Under it the 
tax list was printed by weekly papers 
outside of Fresno, not bavins a general 
circulation throughout the county, and 
the result was so unsatisfactory to the 
taxpayers that a change was demand- 
fed. This demand found expression In 
the county government act of 1SOT, now 
in force. That portion of section 21 re- 
lating to the printing and advertising 
reads as follows: 


The board shall annually fix the 


price at which the county shall be 
supplied with Job printing and blank 
books, from a schedule prepared by 
the clerk of the board, showing all 
blanks and blank books used in the 
several offices and .departments, and 
also the price of ALL.county adver- 
tising; and each county officer shall 
procure such blank books, Job print- 
ing and advertising required for the 
proper discharge of bis official du- 
ties, such printing and advertising 
to be done by such person or news- 
paper as such county officer may 
designate, at a price no greater than 
is BO fixed, and certify the bill there- 
for to the Board of Supervisors. 
Section 232 of the county governmen 


act of 1S97 reads as follows:

Editor Republican:—It seems to vet- 


erans of the late war that there is too 
much gush about Company C and their 
hardships; also that the funds uf the 


Cross Society are being unwisely 


disbursed. I believe this Ked Cross 
ciety fills the place that the Sanitary 
Commission did during the Civil War. 
ito duty being to care for the sick and 
founded and provide delicacies for both 
hospital and field use, also lint, band 
ages, writing paper, envelopes, stamps, 
sewing cases, with pins, needles, but- 
tons, thread, etc. 


If I am ri^ht in my surmises the Red 


Cross people will find their resoui 
taxed to the utmost without trying to 
furnish delicacies io well and able-bod- 
ied men in camp, for, from all indica 
lions, there wilt soon be hundreds oi 
sick and wounded needi::^ all of the 
jams, jellies, fruits, lemons, butter.eggs. 
milk—In fact, everything necessary to 
build up the men who are fighting the 
last great enemy .and who can find no 
appetite for or stomach to digest hard- 
tack, bacon and black coffee. And they 
will find when they start on the ne: 
soliciting round that instead of collect- 
ing between SCO and S1CQ they will get 
between $-10 and $50;

novelty wears off, for those at home 
will soon feel the burdens of war begin 
to settle on their shoulders in the f< 
of a sharp increase In the price of nil 
the necessaries uf life and taxation for 
war purposes.

be eliminated. Men should have thft 
opportunity to do the best they 
can, 


and an organisation tKit is not binding 
will not be entirely successful. We think 
the proposition of T.O. White much

ter for the small raisin growers." 


The Keystone is on principle clearly 


opposed to trusts, and in that I agree 
with that paper to the extent that all 
trusts should be so controlled by the 
government as to prevent harm to the 
public. liur will the Keystone say that 
trusts are not profitable to those en- 
gaged in them'.' And if they are, is 
the poor farmer to become the Don 
Quixote of the present day and under- 
take to reform the world, while, to use 
a picturesque expression, he walks on 
his uppers in doing so? 


Tf Ihe editor will carefully consider 


my proposition he will admit that there 
is no chance for ,1 "freeze-out game" 
in it. Growers, big and little, will be 
on a perfect equality, because the whole 
rrop is to be thrown together in OIIB 
pool. 


The point T particularly wish to meet 


is in the lust three lines, as follows: 
"We think the proposition of Mr. T. C. 
White much belter fo;- the small raisin- 
grower." 


Mr. While's proposition if Ktsed upon 


the idea that with $100,000, In the hands 
of a syndicate, to buy up all the raisins 
offered at ?ii cents, the price can be 
held at that ficure all through the 
sea- 


son, in my opinion, and it is also the 
opinion of many other careful business 
men that I have talked with, the 
Eastern jobber and dealer would at 
once say to himself that $100,000 is not 
one-fifth of tho sum that 
would be 


necessary to hold up the price of a crop 
of a value of 52.000.000 to 
53,000,000, 


therefore I will buy only from "hand 
to mouth," for this plan is sure to break 
down as the previous ones have done. 
Now, If the Eastern jobber falls to buy- 
freely, at least one-half of the crop, 
equal to over $1,000,000 worth, would be 
dumped on that syndicate by the 
frightened growers, and that ?100,000 
would be at once swept away. The 
growers should also understand that 
this SlOO.flOO is not in sight for this 
pur- 


pose, and in my judgment $25,000 could 
not be found for it in six months of 
trying. What Mr. White's plan needs 
is that it should provide security to the 
men we ask to furnish the money re- 
quired to market our raisins. This I 
propose tn do in the most solid manner 
that is possible, and that.is by pooling 
the crop. This is what Is absolutely re- 
quired, as is shown by the plan en- 
dorsed and signed by T. C. White him 
self, and by Messrs. Chittenden, 
Ein- 


stein, Say re. Goldstein, Rowell and my- 
self. We must make no mistakes this 
time. We must taku no chances, nor 
lean on any doubtful plan. Let us do 
nur work thoroughly well and success 
will crown our efforts.

He was asked what was the matter, and 
when he tried to speak he discovered 
that he was almost unable to utter a 
word. He consulted a physician, hut 
was told that he would probably be all 
right in a few days. The physician's 
hopeful view has not yet been realized, 
however.
